Even though incum¬ 
bent President Barack 
Obama did not have oppo¬ 
sition in Kentucky, he did 
not run well in Gallatin 
County on Election Day. 
Obama got 194 Democrat 
votes here while “Uncom¬ 
mitted” tallied 198. 

Mitt Romney was the 
favorite among the county 
Republicans in the race to 
be the Republican candi¬ 
date for President with 
124 votes. 

Tom Massie carried 
the county with 96 votes 
in the race for the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for the 
U.S. Congress in this dis¬ 
trict. His closest challeng¬ 
er was Alecia Webb-Edg- 
ington with 55. Massie 
ran well across the district 
and easily won the race. 

In the Democrat Pri¬ 
mary for Congress, Wil¬ 
liam Adkins got 240 votes 
here while his opponent, 
Greg Frank, received 117. 
Adkins also carried the 
district. 

In Gallatin County, 
Camilla Kay Patton beat 
Wanda Crupper Ham¬ 
mons 225 to 168 in the

Angela Common, 37, 
of Carrollton, was killed 
at Sterling Materials lime¬ 
stone mine last Tuesday, 
May 15, after she was 
thrown out of a large 
earth-moving machine 
she was operating. 

“She was dead when 
we got there,” said Galla¬ 
tin County EMS direc¬ 
tor and Fire Chief Barry 
Alexander who arrived at 
the mine shortly after the 
accident occurred. “There 
was nothing we could 
do for her. It looked like 
she may have lost control 
of her machine and was 
ejected as it climbed up 
one of the sloped walls. I 
believe she then became 
pinched between the ma¬ 
chine and the wall.” 

Common was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene 
by Gallatin County coro¬ 
ner Jack Hughes. She had 
four children, a grandchild 
and had recently returned 
to work at the mine after a 
leave of absence. 

Members of the U. 
S. Department of Labor 
Mine Safety and Health 
Administration were at 
Sterling Materials doing 
a routine inspection at the 
time of accident. The in¬ 
spectors closed the mine 
after the accident to allow

a complete investigation 
and it remained closed 
this week. No one at 
Sterling Materials would 
comment on the accident. 

Gallatin County Sher¬ 
iff Josh Neale, who also 
arrived at the mine shortly 
after the accident, said 
Common had years of 
experience working at 
the mine. The large earth- 
mover she was operating, 
however, was new and 
had arrived at the mine 
the day before the acci¬ 
dent. 

According to federal 
records, at least one other 
person has died at Sterling 
Materials, which is locat¬ 
ed on U. S. 42 in eastern 
Gallatin County. In 1992, 
Isidro Obil, 22, died af¬ 
ter his clothes became 
tangled in a conveyor belt 
600 ft. below the surface. 
The company was cited 
because the belt was un¬ 
guarded but the citation 
was lifted after a guard 
was installed. 

Two workers at the 
mine were seriously in¬ 
jured in a 1998 cave-in, 
550 ft. below the surface, 
as they inspected a newly 
excavated mine shaft. A 
slab of limestone fell on 
them but they recovered. 

In 2005, the govern¬ 
ment gave the mine a ma¬ 
jor safety award called the 
“Sentinels of Safety” af¬ 
ter it operated more than 
92,000 hours without a 
“lost time” accident. 

Since then, however, 
the federal agency that 
regulates mining notes 
there have been three ac¬ 
cidents in which workers 
were injured including 
one in 2010 when a grind-

How Rural Development 
helped the library expand 

USDA Rural Development officials were in Warsaw 
last week to help celebrate the Gallatin County Library 
expansion. 

State Director Tom Fern said Rural Development 
awarded the library board a Community Facilities 
direct loan in the amount of $425,000 to construct a 
3,000-square-foot addition to the library. The project 
will provide more computers, create meeting space for 
local organizations and classes and provide more space 
for books and other items for to the public. 

“No community is complete without a vibrant public 
library, which provides small town residents with ac¬ 
cess to tools to improve their quality of life,” said Fern. 
“Libraries play a vital role in bridging urban and rural 
communities by providing access to books and com¬ 
puters. Oftentimes, the public library is the only place 
in a rural town where people can access the Internet 
to do research for school, take advantage of distance 
learning opportunities, look for a job or market a prod¬ 
uct or service.” 

USDA announced the Rural Libraries Initiative in 
December 2009, making $100 million in USDA Rural 
Development CF loan and grant funds available in fis¬ 
cal year 2010 to support the construction, renovation, 
expansion or improvement of public libraries across 
rural America. 

In the last two years, Rural Development has award¬ 
ed nearly $10 million in funding for the construction 
of new libraries in six Kentucky counties, including 
Lewis, Breckinridge, Hancock, Owen and Trimble. 
The Community Facility Loan approved for Gallatin 
County was for a 40-year term at an interest rate of 4.25 
percent. The total project cost of $625,000 includes a 
$200,000 applicant contribution.

Tuesday's primaries will have big implications this fall 


Tuesday’s primary election re¬ 
ceived little statewide attention, 
but it contains harbingers of Ken¬ 
tucky’s political direction, espe¬ 
cially for its Republican Party. 

The biggest race was the Re¬ 
publican primary for Congress in 
the 4th District, which stretches 
from parts of Jefferson and Spen¬ 
cer counties to Gallatin County 
and Northern Kentucky, then up 
the Ohio River to Ashland. It’s 
Republican territory, so Tues¬ 
day’s winner is likely to wear the 
title of U.S. representative next 
year. 

The race was a test of strength 
for the tea party, which was the 
energizing force that gave Re¬ 
publicans control of the House in 
2010 and proved its continuing 
strength this month with the de¬ 
feat of U.S. Sen. Richard Lugar 
in Indiana’s GOP primary. 

The tea party candidate in the 
4th District was the intriguing 
Thomas Massie, an MIT-educat¬ 
ed engineer with several patents 
who came back to his home Lew¬ 
is County and got elected county 
judge-executive in 2010. While 
he was doing that, he was also 
supporting Rand Paul, now our 
junior U.S. senator. Paul is sup¬ 
porting his tea party ally. 

Massie endorses Paul’s budget 
proposal and seems to mirror his 
attitude toward bringing federal 
dollars to Kentucky. When the 
candidates on last week’s KET 
debate were asked where their 
loyalties would lie when it came 
to federal spending, Massie re¬ 
plied, “My loyalty lies to my 
country.” 

Massie has appeared to be the 
4th District front-runner, since 
he has drawn the most attacks in 
the seven-way primary and was 
supported by a Texas-based “su¬ 


per PAC” that’s spending at least 
$500,000 to help him. 

Last week the PAC began attack¬ 
ing the establishment candidates, 
Boone County Judge-executive 
Gary Moore and state Rep. Alecia 
Webb-Edgington of Fort Wright in 
Kenton County. Webb-Edgington 
is arguably the more establishment 
candidate, with endorsements from 
former U.S. Sen. Jim Bunning and 
Rep. Geoff Davis, who is giving up 
the seat after eight years. With her 
legislative voting record and back¬ 
ground as a state trooper, she also 
has the National Rifle Association 
endorsement. 

Moore, a longtime official in the 
state’s largest majority Republican 
county, is an establishment figure 
but has the implicit support of the 
Rev. Hershael York, the leading 
clerical voice of Christian conserva¬ 
tives in Kentucky politics. 

He was trying to peel off Massie’s 
tea party support with mailers that 
claims Massie “Runs like Paul and 
governs like Obama,” citing budget 
increases in Lewis County. Massie 


disputes the assertions. 

The Moore-Massie tussle may 
have helped Webb-Edgington, who 
is the only woman in the race. The 
nomination was likely to be decided 
in Northern Kentucky, the district’s 
most populous area. 

The next rung on Tuesday’s bal¬ 
lot held races for the state Senate, 
which are unlikely to result in a loss 
of Republican control but could help 
decide whether Sen. David Williams 
remains Senate president. 

Races for the state House will 
indicate whether Republicans really 
have a chance to take control of the 
chamber this fall. 

The primary is only a hint of what 
could be a pivotal election to come, 
in which many Republicans will run 
against President Obama instead of 
their opponents. Pay attention to the 
“uncommitted” vote among Demo¬ 
crats for president Tuesday night.

Infant dies in car accident 


A Warsaw infant was 
killed early Saturday 
morning in a wreck that 
police say was caused 
by an underage drunken 
driver. The accident oc¬ 
curred about 9:15 a.m. on 
11th street in Carrollton 
near the entrance to Gen¬ 
eral Butler State Park. 

The car, which was be¬ 
ing driven by a 17-year 
old, failed to negotiate a 
curve, left the road and hit 
a tree. The driver wasn’t 
identified because he’s a 
minor. 


Two passengers in the 
car, Jaquolin Valoria Vil- 
lalva Rocha, 18, of War¬ 
saw and Leonardo Lopez 
Sanchez, 22, of Louisville 
were flown to University 
of Louisville Hospital 
with life-threatening in¬ 
juries. Neither had been 
wearing seat belts. 

Rocha at one time had 
been a student at Gal¬ 
latin County High School 
but did not graduate. Her 
baby, who was not in an 
infant car seat, was taken 
to Carroll County Hos¬ 


pital where it was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

Police have charged the 
driver with manslaughter, 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence, failure to use a child 
restraint, no operator’s li¬ 
cense, failure to maintain 
insurance, failure to wear 
a seat belt and two counts 
of wanton endangerment. 
Although he’s a minor, 
prosecutors may try him 
as an adult. 

The accident remains 
under investigation by the 
State Police.

Here’s how 
you can save 40 gallons 
of water a day for your 
county and Kentucky 

Pledge now. Across the 
southern United States 
individuals are taking the 
40 Gallon Challenge. The

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Free fishing weekend provides 
opportunities for youngsters 


Kentucky's Free Fish¬ 
ing Weekend, which began 
more than 30 years ago, of¬ 
fers youngsters and families 
an opportunity to try fishing 
at no cost on June 2-3. 

All anglers, both young¬ 
sters and adults, may fish 
without a license those two 
days. However, all anglers 
must still observe minimum 
size limits and creel limits. 

At several locations 
around the state, Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife has part¬ 
nered with sportsmen's 
clubs, parks departments or 
other government agencies 
to provide a variety of fish¬ 
ing events and activities for 
new anglers. 

Beginners can try out 
fishing and get some hands- 
on instruction at the free 
fishing events that week¬ 
end," said Marc Johnson, 
aquatic education admin¬ 
istrator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. "Many 
of the events on department- 
owned waters will be hosted 
by fisheries and law enforce¬ 
ment division employees." 

Most Kentucky State 
Resort Parks have fishing 
poles and tackle that is free 
for guests to use. 


The larger of the two fish¬ 
ing lakes at the campus of 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
headquarters in Frankfort 
will receive a special stock¬ 
ing of fish for this event. The 
department's upper lake will 
receive up to 1,200 chan¬ 
nel catfish weighing 1 to 10 
pounds, and approximately 
20 largemouth bass weigh¬ 
ing between 2 to 4 pounds. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life headquarters is located 
off U.S.60, approximately 1 
miles west of Frankfort. 

The large upper lake will 
be closed to all fishing Fri¬ 
day, June 1. However, the 
lake will reopen to youth 
anglers under the age of 16 
from 5 to 8 p.m. that day. 
The lake will open to youth 
anglers only from 7 to 11 
a.m. Saturday, June 2. After 
11 a.m., the lake will be open 
to all anglers. The smaller 
fishing lake, located closest 
to U.S. 60, will remain open 
to all anglers during daylight 
hours. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife employees will be 
roaming the banks to pro¬ 
vide advice and assistance 
to anglers. "We will have 
limited fishing equipment to 
loan on Saturday morning," 


added Johnson. "We suggest 
anglers bring rods and reels, 
if they have them. Anglers 
should also bring bait. We 
recommend redworms and 
wax worms." 

Anglers squeamish about 
baiting hooks with worms 
can instead use cheese, com, 
small pieces of hot dogs and 
balls of compressed bread to 
catch catfish.
